Some of oar Eastern exchanges dis- 


play unpardonable ignorance in dis- 
cussing the silver question. Notwith- 
standing the Harvey-Horr debate took 
place in Chicago, and Mr. Bartiue's 
Bimetallist is published in that city, 
one of its leading papers tells its reud- 
ers that the free silver men ask for 
legislation that will make the Govern- 
ment pay a dollar for a certain quan- 
tity of silver, or much more than t'uO 
present market price of the metal. Of 
course, this is erroneous. The free 
silver men do not want the Gorcru- 
meut to bay silver at any price. Thay 
are opposed to the purchase of gold or 
silver by the Government. What they 
ask ia that the mints shall be open to 
ailver as they are to gold. The Qovtru- 
oisut coins gold for the public, charg- 
ing u nominal price for refining the 
msial. It does not buy gold for coin- 
age purposes, but to supply tho Euro- 
pean demand for the metal. The silver 
men ask, and it is all that they do ask, 
that the Government coin silver upon 
the same terms as gold, as was the cus- 
tom up to 1S73, the depositor paying 
the charges for refining, alloy, etc. 
They do not want the Government to 
buy an ounce of thj metal, nor flv it 
price upon it, tut simply to coin it, as 
gold is coined, int j legal te:iJer money 
at tlie present i\»lio.

If tbey are, and tho 
fear proves to be well founded, it will 
only stimulate home industries and 
home manufactures. Tho United Sint-^ 
can do without European 
products 


much better than Europe can do with- 
out American products. Europe must 
heve considerable silver, for theie, !.s 
hera, it 19 the money of the mao=cs, 
and it must get it onthis continent. If 
it cannot buy the metal iii bars at Gu or 
70 cents an ounce it must buy it in 
coins worth $1 29 an ounce. Freo coin- 
age will not make the United States 
the dumping ground for the silver of 
Europe, becau=s -European" ^ilrcr is 
coined^at the'ratio of 13.50 grains to 1 


'"grain of gold, while iu tho United 


States the ratio is 15.98 grains to 1 
grain of gold, or practically 1C to 1. 


No, silver men do not want tho Gov- 


ernment to buy silver, but they do 
want the Government to coin silver, 
and that will fix the price of the rustal 
as it does the price o£ gold. Who can 
tell what the market price of an ounce 
of gold would bo if tho mints of Europe 
and the United States were closed 
against it, as they have been against 
silver for 23 years? Probably it would 
not be worth one-half what ii is to-day, 
for, though it is scarcer than silver, it 
is less useful in the arts, and many 
nations do not use it for money, 
whereas all nations, barbarous as well 
as enlightened, use silver.

Ouo 
of tho nr.tnrali.3ts had the unusual but 
fortunate experience at Escondido of . 
bappening upon a large gopher snaka

Just" as tha reptile was abont to over- 
come a trembling cottontail rabbit and 
envelop the animal in its deadly coils. 
For some time the naturalist -watched 
the snake's movements. 


It -was -within 10 or 12 inches of the 


apparently fascinated rabbit. 
Silently 


and almost imperceptibly the snake had 
wormed its -way nearer nud nearer to 
ts victim. 
Its eyes glistened with an 


intense brightness. Not a movement did 


make which might alarm tho timid 


rabbit. The forked tongue, which to the 
eye of a human being is so repulsive 
and intended to be terrifying, appeared 
to exert an entirely different influence 
upon tho mind of tho innocent rabbit. 


This darting tonguo either excited the 


victim's curiosity or caused tho animal 
to so concentrate its mind on the snake's 
toii£;ti3 as to throw that mind into a 
bypnotio condition of such strength that 
:t could not break the spell and run 
,;'\v:iv from impending death. The forked 
ifii'c'uc; darted out of the snake's mouth 
almost as regularly uud rapidly as the 
i'e"(ile of a sewing machine rises and 
fulls in the cloth. 
The lithe body crept 


ucarer and nearer. Tho rabbit was mo- 
tionless.
